$40.2 Million In Marijuana Destroyed During 1984 


marijuana plants 
valued at $40.2 million were 
destroyed during Alabama's 1984 
Domestic Marijuana Eradication 
Program, according to Col. Byron 
Prescott, director of the Department 
of Public Safety 

The program, a multi-agency 
effort, netted 80,445 plants found 
growing in 709 plots, numerous 
pots and two greenhouses, said 
Prescott. The marijuana, valued at 
$40,247,543, was located in 49 
counties throughout Alabama. 

In addition, officers arrested 74 
people on drug-related charges 
confiscated $29,070 in other drugs 
and seized $9,616 in property 

Prescott said about 20 percent 
more marijuana was destroyed in

Burgess was a state trooper when 
Diana Lopez Lewis, age 34, was shot 
to death on November 30, 1983, 
while working as a private duty 
nurse at Humana Hospital in 
Enterprise 

Burgess, who pleaded innocent 
by reason of insanity, testified that 
‘something just snapped,’’ causing 
him to track down Ms. Lewis in the 
hospital's intensive care unit. 

He said he ‘‘felt no remorse for 
taking the life. of Ms. Lewis, only 
remorse for ruining my own life.”’ 

During testimony, Burgess 
stated he shot Ms. Lewis after 
hearing she planned to charge him 
with abusing one of her five children. 
He said he feared that such a false 
claim would jeopardize his job, 
which he called the ‘‘focal point of 


my life.” 

During closing arguments, 
defense attorney Joe Sawyer said 
Burgess had to be insane because a 
sane man would have devised a less 
conspicuous way to kill Ms. Lewis. 
He said that to convict Burgess 
would make the former state trooper 
a victim along with Ms. Lewis, and 
asked the jury to ‘‘Give him some 
help.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Tom 
Head said Burgess may have been 
emotionally disturbed, but there was 
no proof he was legally insane. 

“The motive for the shooting was 
simply revenge,’’ said Head, ‘‘and 
nobody deserves to be shot down like 
a dog!” 

The defense attorneys haven't 
made a decision on whether an 
appeal will be filed.

$40.2 Million In Marijuana Destroyed During 1984 


Home-grown marijuana plants 
valued at: $40.2 million were 
destroyed during Alabama’s 1984 
Domestic Marijuana Eradication 
Program, according to Col. Byron 
Prescott, director of the Department 
of Public Safety. 

The program, a multi-agency 
effort, netted 80,445 plants found 
growing in 709 plots, numerous 
pots and two greenhouses, said 
Prescott. The marijuana, valued at 
$40,247,543, was located in 49 
counties throughout Alabama. 

In addition, officers arrested 74 
people on drug-related charges, 
confiscated $29,070 in other drugs 
ind seized $9,616 in property. 

Prescott said about 20 percent 
more marijuana was destroyed in 


1984 than in 1983, In 1983, 
marijuana valued at $32.36 million 
yas destroyed, Each marijuana 


plant, regardless of size, is valued at 
$500, a figure set by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
Although more marijuana was 
located, Prescott said only about 25 
to 30 percent of Alabama's crop was 
lestroyed. ‘‘Because of the climate 
ind the state’s rural nature 
Alabama is a prime location and 
growers are planting more and more 
marijuana,

Burgess was a state trooper when 
Diana Lopez Lewis, age 34, was shot 
to death on November 30, 1983, 
while working as a private duty 
nurse at Humana Hospital in 
Enterprise 

Burgess, who pleaded innocent 
by reason of insanity, testified that 
‘something just snapped,’’ causing 
him to track down Ms. Lewis in the 
hospital's intensive care unit. 

He said he ‘‘felt no remorse for 
taking the life. of Ms. Lewis, only 
remorse for ruining my own life.”’ 

During testimony, Burgess 
stated he shot Ms. Lewis after 
hearing she planned to charge him 
with abusing one of her five children. 
He said he feared that such a false 
claim would jeopardize his job, 
which he called the ‘‘focal point of 


my life.” 

During closing arguments, 
defense attorney Joe Sawyer said 
Burgess had to be insane because a 
sane man would have devised a less 
conspicuous way to kill Ms. Lewis. 
He said that to convict Burgess 
would make the former state trooper 
a victim along with Ms. Lewis, and 
asked the jury to ‘‘Give him some 
help.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Tom 
Head said Burgess may have been 
emotionally disturbed, but there was 
no proof he was legally insane. 

“The motive for the shooting was 
simply revenge,’’ said Head, ‘‘and 
nobody deserves to be shot down like 
a dog!” 

The defense attorneys haven't 
made a decision on whether an 
appeal will be filed.

$40.2 Million In Marijuana Destroyed During 1984 


Home-grown marijuana plants 
valued at: $40.2 million were 
destroyed during Alabama’s 1984 
Domestic Marijuana Eradication 
Program, according to Col. Byron 
Prescott, director of the Department 
of Public Safety. 

The program, a multi-agency 
effort, netted 80,445 plants found 
growing in 709 plots, numerous 
pots and two greenhouses, said 
Prescott. The marijuana, valued at 
$40,247,543, was located in 49 
counties throughout Alabama. 

In addition, officers arrested 74 
people on drug-related charges, 
confiscated $29,070 in other drugs 
ind seized $9,616 in property. 

Prescott said about 20 percent 
more marijuana was destroyed in 


1984 than in 1983, In 1983, 
marijuana valued at $32.36 million 
yas destroyed, Each marijuana 


plant, regardless of size, is valued at 
$500, a figure set by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
Although more marijuana was 
located, Prescott said only about 25 
to 30 percent of Alabama's crop was 
lestroyed. ‘‘Because of the climate

Commission Ponders Renovating Farm Center Arena Building 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
January 28, at the courthouse in Elba 
and discussed all matters at length in 
a meeting that lasted over three 
hours 

Present at the bi-monthly meet- 
ing were commissioners Billly Paul 
Owens, Jimmy Bryan, Billy 
Eagerton, Sid Averett, Eugene 
Bradley and Bill Faulk, as well as 


commission chairman Marion 
Brunson, county administrator 
Brunease Winston, county engineer 
Frank Charlton and county attorney 
Warren Rowe 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes of the previous meeting, the 
first order of business was to open 
bids on the resurfacing of County 
Road S8. 

The bids were $33,485.62 from

Alabama Dept. Of Public Safety To Use 


Funds To Crack Down On Drunk Drivers 


The Alabama 
Public 


Department of 
Safety has received a 
$175,000 federal grant for use in DUI 
enforcement, according to Col 
Byron Prescott, department director 
Prescott said the grant, received 
through the Governor's Office of 
Highway and Traffic Safety, will be 
used to pay overtime salaries to 
troopers working DUI enforcement 
exclusively 

“The troopers working overtime 
under this program will be patrolling 
for one reason only, and that is to 
arrest drunk drivers,’’ said Prescott. 
‘These arrests will be in addition to 
those made during regular 
patrolling.” 

Troopers participating in the DUI 
overtime program will be those who 
themselves to be 
particularly adept at apprehending 
drunk drivers, said Prescott. 

Prescott said troopers’ efforts 
will be concentrated during high- 
incident traffic periods at locations 

reported or known to be trouble 
spots.”” 

‘We are extremely pleased to 


have proven 


receive this grant,’’ Prescott said 


“This money will further enable 
public safety to remove drunk 
drivers, and they are the most 


dangerous drivers, from Alabama's 
roadways."’ 

He said alcohol-related accidents 
were responsible for 50 to 60 percent 
of all traffic fatalities last year. 

Troopers will begin DUI overtime 
work Friday, Jan. 11. The grant, the 
first of its kind to be received by the 
Department of Public Safety, will run 
through July. 

In a separate grant program 
aimed at 55-mph speed limit enforce- 
ment, troopers arrested 3,560 
drivers for speeding during the first 
reporting period. The grant began 
October 24, 1984, and the first period 
concluded November 20, 1984, It 
pays overtime salaries to troopers 
working traffic enforcement and will 
run through July 7 

In addition to the 
arrests, troopers made 102 DUI 
arrests and 658 arrests for other 
offenses while working the overtime 
program.

Geneva County Veterans Officer 
Edsel Barnes, subbing for Coffee 
County Service Officer Robert 
Lolley, gave a report on the workings 
of the local Veterans Office. He 
stated the county had recovered 
$507,000 in veterans’ funds in 1984, 
while giving over $4 million in 
benefits to county veterans. The 
figure was a $1 million increase over 
1983. There are approximately 4,340 
veterans in Coffee County. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns addressed the commission 
and requested additional space for 
the Mapping and Appraisal Depart- 
ment. 

Burns stated the department had 
been moyed out of the Farm Center 
arena building a year ago into the 
office complex, but said the space 
was not adequate as there was no 
room to store records. He reported a 
move back to the previous location 
would provide the needed relief and 
said, ‘‘We need all the records of 
both offices in the same location.”’ 

Commissioner Averett and Judge 
Brunson agreed additional space was 
needed, while Commissioner Bryan 
suggested moving the county 
engineer to the county shop and 
letting the Mapping and Appraising 
Department use the space now used 
by the engineer 

The commission took the request 
under advisement and promised to 
attempt to give relief as soon as 
possible. 

Ben Moates, representing the 
Tri-Community Volunteer Fire 
Department, informed the com- 
mission the newly organized agency 
had received a used truck and tank, 
but needed funding to purchase 
additional equipment. The fire 
department will serve County Line, 
Cool Springs and Midway. 

The commission promised the 
efforts of all involved with the fire 
department and yoted to donate 
$3,000 to the department. 

A resident of the Benina Estates 
area told the commission she lived 
on a dirt road and the landowner who 
owned the road had threatened to 
close it to traffic. She asked the 
commission for help in keeping the 
road open and asked the county to 
work the road or pave it. 

The commission discussed the 
matter with the county attorney and 
was told while the road could not be 
closed, it could not be paved without 
the landowner’s approval. 


Another road problem was aired 
by two residents who live near West 
College Street in Enterprise. The 
residents stated the dirt road was in 
poor condition and the Enterprise 
postmaster wouldn't allow the mail 
carrier to deliver mail on the road 
The residents asked the county to

accept the road as a public road and 
keep it in good condition. 

The commission was sympathetic 
tothe problem, but after a discussion 
with the county attorney decided it 
could accept the road only if it was 
brought up to minimum standards. 

County Engineer Frank Charlton 
asked for permission to employ an 
additional mechanic at the county 
shop to allow a mechanic now at the 
shop to devote all his time to the 
repair of heavy machinery. Charlton 
stated the department would save on 
repair bills by doing repairs in the 
shop. 

The commission agreed changes 
needed ‘to be made at the shop 
involving both personnel and use of 
the building and appointed com- 
missioners Faulk, Bryan and Owens 
to study the problem and present 
possible recommendations. 

Commissioner Bradley stated, ‘‘! 
am all for it, but how are we going to 
pay for these changes? It will take 
money to make the changes this 
commission is discussing.’ 

Charlton also reported he had 
started paperwork concerning future 
work on the Davis Road, and had 
withdrawn a resolution concerning 
the Shiloh Road, thus delaying 
paving until it is decided what funds 
will be used to cover the paving 
expense. 

While on the subject of paving, 


Commissioner Bryan said, ‘‘I am not 
satisfied with the quality of paving 
and resurfacing being done in this 
county. If it meets our standards, 
our standards are too low. We've 
got roads that were resurfaced 
recently that are already in bad 
shape!" 

The engineer explained the prob- 
lems with some roads, but did admit 
improvements could be made. 

Sheriff Brice Paul presented a 
detailed study comparing the case- 
load handled by his department and 
stated; ‘‘We need some help!” 

Paul explained his department 
had been doing the work done in 
other counties by much larger de- 
partments and it was putting a strain 
on his deputies. He also reported 
now that each courthouse has two 
courtrooms, and the county has an 
additional judge, the caseload would 
increase. 

The commission agreed the 
sheriff's department needed support 
and authorized Sheriff Paul to 
employ an additional deputy. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
reported progress on two lawsuits 
and stated the county was “‘heading 
into court’’ over a class action suit 
involving the county jail 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
asked for and received the authoriza- 
tion to amend the probate office 
budget to allow him to purchase a 


new typewriter and cabinet, at a cost 
of $1300. 

Brunson also reported that old 
courtroom benches were still avail- 
able to churches and organizations, 
and asked the commissioners to help 
publicize the rabies clinics being 
held in the county 

Commissioner Averett stated he 
was excited about the possibility of 
removating the Farm Center arena 
into an office complex and declared, 
‘| want to pursue this project.”’ 

Averett's plan is to renovate the 
large building into a_ three-story 
office complex with a total of 52,000 
square feet 

The commission appointed 
Averett, Bradley and Judge Brunson 
to study the feasibility of the project. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 

***was told no commitment had 
been made to pave the Teal Creek 
Road; 

***voted 4-2 (Bradley and Averett 
voting no) to amend the budget to 
allocate an addtional $2200 to the 
Extension Office; 

***took no action on a request to 
close the John Wambles Road; and 
***anproved paperwork on the 
Victoria Water System

ood Financial Condition 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present and with a spirit of unity, as 
every motion passed was passed 
unanimously The council made 
board appointments, named a street, 
heard a report on the annual audit 
and reviewed the current financial 
status of the city. 

Reappointed to the Industrial 
Development Board was Sam 
Collier, while Everette Kelley was 
reappointed to the Planning and 
Zoning Board, and William Patton 
was also named to that board 

The council officially named the 
connector road being constructed 
around the north and east of town 
the same as assigned by the state 
highway department State Road 
203, or as it will be commonly be 
used SR 203. The only three 
suggestions considered were the one 
approved and simply Connector 
Road, and Park. Council members 
indicated they could accept either 
name, but since the state would be 
putting up the SR 203 signs anyway, 
it might cut down confusion if that 
were the only name used 

rhe idea of Elba adopting a merit 
system for city employees is still 


being studied by the committee of 
council members Prescott and 
Trammell They promised a 
thorough report at the next meeting. 

Winston Brunson gave the 
council a brief review of the annual 
audit completed by his firm He 
noted that with the exception of the 
possibility of the city’s being named 
in a lawsuit for unlawful arrest, the 
city was in generally good condition. 
He said the unknown of the lawsuit 
situation had not even been con- 
sidered in the audit report 

Fixed assets of the City of Elba 
have risen to $3.3 million, according 
to the audit report. The city had 


$144,000 cash with $76,000 in 
accounts receivable and accounts 
payable of $43,000. The only 


unusual item noted by the audit was 
$10,000 payable to the Elba School 
Board in a previous agreement by 
the council 

The bottom line as it would be 
looked at by a commercial business 
is that without any transfer in ol 
money, the city spent $180,000 more 
than it took in. If including the 
transfers in from such as the Water 
and Electric Board, the city had a 


$67,000 profit 

Business licenses were up five 
percent, gasoline down five percent, 
but sales tax was up a whopping 11 
percent during the past twelve 
months, indicating are people are 
again spending money as_ the 
economy improves 


Expenses were up in administra- 
tion, fire, street, police, garbage, 
shop and recreation, the increases 
ranging from 2.5 percent up to 25 
percent, with the latter being in the 
recreation department. 

There was a 29 percent increase 
in money to the local schools and 
accounts for more than any other 
source for the increased spending. 


Mayor Bob English reported to 
the council that compared to one 
year ago the cash position of the city 
is up over $100,000 above one year 
ago. He also noted that only about 
50 percent of the privilege licenses 
have been paid, when normally 70 
percent would have been paid by this 
time. They are due before February
